BUILT FOR PIRACY 

Comdr, Woodruffe said that the! 
pocket-battleship was mainly 
meant to be a commerce ralder. 
These ships were fast and were, 
heavily armed They were built 
for piracy and uothing else. The 
British naval staff had a bit or a 
problem to consider in dealing 
with these raiders 

“On land you have the intelil- 
gent service to tell you where the 
enemy is posted and what he js up 
to,” continued Comdr. Woodrulte. 
“But on tne trackless wastes ul! 
tne sea there js nothing that a 
ship nas passed. One day, per- 
naps, & bit -of news Is picked up 
saying that some merchantship is 
long overdue and this is the only 
trace left Dy the raider—and dv 
then she would have moved some- 
where else. Catching her looked 
like an insoluble problem. ' 

“But tne raider has the odds 
against her. If she wants to ao 
more damage she must &approacn 
the focal points of traffic and 
these focal puints have their de- 
fences. If she is to Justify her 
existence the surface raider has? 
to take chances and what she al- 
ways prays for is a Ughtly escort- 
ed convoy, like that which Includ- 
ed the Jervis Bay 

“We nave got over that by pro- 
viding heavier e8corts, as one 
raider found to her cost .ast 
Christmas Day, when a raider ran; 
into the Berwick. Sooner or later 
these surface raiders must go 
back to their own bases for over- 
haul. 


“German warship raiders have 
not been the menace . they were 
meant to be.” continued Comdr 
Woodruffe. “The Graf Spee had a 
short lire, the Scharnhorst and the 
Gneisenau have been constantly 
battered In their docks and the 
Bismarck has been sunk. 

“The German merchant ship 
raider ts In o better position. 
They can stay out at sea much 
longer The Altmark, for instance, 
we learned rolled about at sea for 
over a month. These raiders can 
disguise themselves by using flags 
of different nations. They have 
already used Japanese and Dutch 
flags and they can rig up a’ 
dummy funnel and change thelr 
names much more easily.” 

Comdr. Woodruffe went on to 
declare that these raiders had to 
live a lonely Ife because if they 
tried to make contact with thelr 
bases they would give away their 
position, so that the tota! amount 
of damage they do was not very 
great, 

Sometimes they transferred their 
prisoners to thelr supply ships. 
Others did not trouble to take any 
prisoners and survivors from the 
ships they have attacked have 
been left to fend for themselves in 
half-submerged rafts. 


FEELING OF FEAR 

“We have intercepted sume of 
these supply ships,” said Comdr 
Woodruffce, ‘‘and have rescued "some 
of the prisoners they were taking 
back tw France. All the rescued 
men speak of the feeling of help- 
Jessmess and growing anxiety 
which is prevalent among the 
German crews. Whether these 
crews consis, of ardent young 
Nazis or older men, the feeling 
was the same, They had a feeling 
of fear. 

“They may get cheering words 
from the wireless from Germany, 
but nothing else from their father- 
land. They are far from home 
and far from help, The only ships 
near them arte those flying the 
Whit Ensign.”
